"Do you know how Sears. Roebuck 
A Co. started business?,. Asked Zan- 
dition. the editor of the Norton County 
(Kan.) News. "I worked for them 
nine years ago I knew Sears when he 
was ■ station agent at Wisconsin, and 
Roebuck when he was a match peddler. 
One time Roebuck wanted to go to 
Milwaukee and did not have the money, 
so he left a watch with Sears for secu- 
rity lor _ tare, telling him that if he 
should be able to sell it for more than 
six dollars he might keep half what he 
■»de. Sears sold the watch for $12. 
Then Sears wrote to Roebuck and got 
him to send by express a dozen watches 
to Bill Jones, Sam Smith and a lot of 
fititious names. These watches were 
billed out at $25 and $10 paid on them, 
apparently. Sears unloaded these 
watches on friends easily at $15 each, 
which cost him and Roebuck $3.50. 
But the railroad got onto the game and 
fired Sears and then the two of them 
opened an office in Milwaukee. They 
bought a thousand watches and shipped 
them by express to every express office 
, In Ksnaas, Missouri and Illinois. These 
watches cost $3, but they sold a» %'!'< 
watches, and were marked $16.00 paid 
to ficitions name*. When the agent 
reported such watch back as undeliver- 
ed, this pair would write back that 
some mistake must surely be made, 
hut as a payment of $lo had been made 
on the watch, they would allow the 
■fcnt ■ commission of 12 to secure the 
other $15. 

Well, the watch scheme worked tine 
and the pair cleaned up IROm clear. 
Then they bought a lot of parlor sets 
for children and advertised them, giving 
the impression that you would receive 
a full set of furniture for 15. *.nd the 
people bit all over the country. 

Uncle Sam has stopped Sears, times 
for fake deals like this, but has never 
been able to catch them.

Are You Satisfied? 

I promised you and myself that the 
article which recently appeared in the 
columns of The RaoOM) would be «ny 
last for some time. By request I 
agreed to "try try again.'" When I 
have completed my college career I 
hope to tin<! employment as a teacher. 
I am interested in the problems that 
confront you. For the last four years 
I have spent a great deal of time 
studying the problems connected with 
BOnn try schools. By reading my let- 
ter w Inch wa* published in October one 
might conclude that I mel no encour- 
agement while at home. You might 
come to the conclusion that I thought 
Crittenden countv was by no means a 
good place t was encouraged by 
many of my friends and I am not will- 
ing for you to believe that Crittenden 
county is a real bad place. 

It is true that Crittenden county has 
not reached perfection. I see some 
things that causes me to think some 
changes should be made. One year 
ago 1 could criticise the teachers of 
Crittenden county. 1 now avmputhire 
with them. I seriously doubt my abili- 
ty to do better. Conditions must be 
changed. Owing to sickness, I was 
called home last January. While in 
Kentucky 1 visited a few schools. One 
of the [—lit II I said to me that he 
found it much easier to teach in Arkan- 
sas than in Kentucky. Why is this? 
The people in Arkansas are not satis- 
tied with their present condition. They 
are willing to pay the price for some- 
thing better. They are getting it. 
Do not severely criticise your teacher. 
I firmly believe she is doing the best 
she can. So long as girls who have 
had no training except that recieved 
in the country school, continue to 
teach, you need not look for better 
conditions. They must first see the 
light. But how can they attend school 
on the salary they receive? Are you 
farmer friends satisfied with your 
school? 

Let us take a peep at the present 
conditions and see if we are satisfied. 
I am interested in the public schools 
of Kentucky 1 have brothers who are 
yet schoolboys. 1 ha\e two brothers 
who will not enter school for some 
time. Why should I not be interested? 

Not long ago I attended Sunday 
School at a country church in South- 
east Missouri. 1 said to a good farm- 
er whom I had just met, where ia 
your leader? He told me they had no 
leader. I learned from him that in all 
that country there was not a young 
man who was capable to act a* U-ousT. 
At the Sunday School rally at Weston 
i asked the «| U r»t; u r., how manychurces 
represents! here have a young man 
whom you can depend upon to lead 
your Sunday School? I believe that 
every ehurch represented could boast 
of such a valuable prize. What doe* 
this mean? With all the training that 
the preacher and teacher give the 
biys they will not, they can not take 
their father's places. Mr. Preacher 
and Miss Teacher are you satisfied 
with your work? If so preach and 
teach in the same old way. 

You tell me you cannot hold the boya 
and girls in school. Then let us have 
some changed conditions. You have 
not recently mad.- many changes. Do 
not wait for your county superintend- 
ent to change your school. He must 
have help. I know no man who is 
striving harder than he. 

I listened to a conversation recently 
carried on by a crowd of boys. I 
imagine if I heard a conversation 
among the wild beast- it could not be 
lUn this one. I had a talk 



— 



with one of the boys and condemned 
his remarks. I gave him my reasons. 

He told me I was the first man whom 
he ever heart! say one word against 
such. His father is a leader in his 

church. I told my experience to • 
father of a bright boy sixteeen years 
old. He was surprised at me. He was 
worse than the boys Where, oh 
where, are we drifting! 

Crittenden county ministers have 
had great success this year. 1 do not 
believe 1 can rememtier so great a 
sjecess. 1 have gone over the record j 
of the |>ast history of my home and 
surrounding community. I find 
almost all the young men "go back 
in the world." I get this thought 
from 1'rof. James, of Harvard, that 
nothing is worse than for a young man 
or woman to make I good resolution 
and fail to carry it out. This must be 
true. I said to a young man, Why 
don't you live u different life? 
"Charlie," said he, "I have tried twice 
to I've a Christian life. I do not think 
1 can hold out. I would like to try 
again, but I know I cannot holdout." 
He told me he would have to leave his 
community to live a better life. His 
story is the history of many boys 
Can yon imagine a worse condition for 
any one, not guilty of a great crime? 
Preacher, teacher get together and do 
something t>. hold the boys y*;u have. 

Someone is to blame. Perhatw the 
preacher and the teacher may fail to 
cooperate. I always get into trouble 
when 1 tind fault with the preacher. 
I believe the preacher should try to 
solve this qutstion. The problem is a 
serious one. Teacher help the preach- 
er. Aid one another. I regret to say 
that I have found the preacher's aid 
detrimental. He dives headlong into 
things without thinking of results. In 
my experience I find as a rule the 
preacher to be a man who knows. If 
you are satisfied with your results, go 
on. If not change something. You 
have been experimenting in this same 
way for many years. 

I am not calling your attention to 
these things that I may find fault or 
quarrel with anyone. I desire, and so 
do you, better conditions 

Self-satisfaction will tend t<> kill any 
soul, be he a preacher, teacher or 
wrat not. You may deny thit vou are 
satisfied with your results, if you do. 
then I charge you with the crime of 
not being willing to pay the price for 
better conditions. 

A few years ago there lived a young 
man near my home who had fallen into 
bad company ant! had taken up 
bad habits. Not long did he 
this road, but was convinced there 
a better life for him. He became di» ' 
satisfied with the life he was living. 
He was willing to pay the price for 
success. He borrowed money and went 
away to school. The people forgot ' 
his wrong acta and looked upon him as 
I worthy, ambitions and honest vour.g | 
man. The district from which he went 
but never returned, should do some 
thing to honor his memory. He died 
in the struggle for higher life. He 
died a hero. 

Our young people do not want an ed- 
ucation. Give a young man or woman 
a desire like this for an education and 
nothing but death can stop the career 
of such a one. The man who struggle* 
for better things finds pleasure all 
along the line.
